That both Inn-holders and Soldiers, 
are for the greateft Part of this Rank 
ard Temper, I fuppofe, Sir,every Gen- 
tleman knows from daily Obfervation, 
and therefore it will, I hope, 
thought neceflary to defcend to their 
Underftandings, and to give them 
Laws in Terms of which they will 
know the Meaning; we fhall other- 
wile more confult the Intereft of the 
Lawyers than the Inn-holders ; and 
only by one Alteration produce a Ne- 
ceility of another. 
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I am therefore defirous, Sir; that all 
the Difficulties, which have been. men- 
tioned. by every Gentleman on this Oc- 
cafion, fhould be removed by clear, 

A familiar and determinate E-xpredions ; 
for what they have found difficult, may 
eafily be to an Inn-holder or Soldier 
abfolut.ly inexplicable. 

I cannot but declare, while I am 
fpeaking on this Subject, that :n my 

pinion, two Quarts of Liquor will 

B be a fufficient Allowance. If we con- 
fider the Demands of Nature, more 


cannot be required; if we examine 
the Expence of the Inn-holder. he 
ought not to fupply Soldiers with a 


greater Quantity for nothing. At is to 
be remembred, that Smallebeer, like 
other Liquors, is charged with an Ex. 
cife in Public Houfes, and. that two 
Quarts will probably coft the Landlord 
a Penny, and as we cannot fuppof, 
that Fire, Candles, Vinegar, Salt, 
Pepper, and the Ute of Utenfils, and 

p Lodging, can be furnifh’d for lefs than 
three Pence a Day, every Soldier that 
is quarter’d upon a Public Houte, may 
be confider’d as a Tax of fix Pounds a 
Year ; a heavy Burthen! which fure- 
ly ought not to be aggravated by un- 
neceflary Impofitions.

His M ’s 
Diflike to fo great a Sacrifice is the moft ¢ 
obvious Obftrudtion to fuch a Proje&; but 

if we reflect upon his Love to that Son, 
and other Confiderations that will occur 
to you, the Thing feems now more feae 
fible than it wouid have been fome Time 
ago.

Scotch Hollands prowed to be better and cheaper 
than the Dutch, in a Letter to the Author, 

SIR, 

HERE are two Sorts of Yarn or Thread 

ufed in the Manufa&ture of Dutch or 

Flemmifh Linnen, viz. Flemmifb Yarn and Sile- 

fia Yarn, Flemmifh Yarn is of a good Quality, 

but very dear; Si/efa Yarn is of the very worft 

Quality, but is from ¢bhirty to fifty per Cent. 
cheaper than the other. 

The Warp or Chain, which is that Yarn that 
lies longways in the Loom, is made of Flanders 
Yarn ; the Shute, which is that Yarn which is 
thrown in croflways by the Weaver in the Shut- 
tle, 
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tle, is made for Cheapnefs fake of Srdefia Yarn, 
which is fo weak and rotten in its Quality, that 
he muft be a fkilful Weaver who can pafs this 
Shuttle thrice without breaking the Thread. 

On the other hand, the Scotch Hollands are 
made of oneand the fame kind of Yarn, bothin 
the Warp and Shute, which Yarn is either ‘pun 
of Home Flax, which is remarkable above all 
others for its Toughuc/s, or of the bef Foreign ; 
by which means the worft of Scotch Yarn is 
equal in Strength and Toughnefs to the beft 
Flemmifb Yarn. 

One need only but look at the Selvidges of 
Dutch Holland and he thall not find one Piece a- 
mong 10 ¥ is not torn and fhattered in § Se/vidge, 
almoft from the Beginning to the End of the 
Piece: The Reafon is, that the Linnen, in 
Weaving, is fixed in the Loom longways, by 
Brafs Pins ftruck into the Selvidge ; thus the 
Shute, which is of Siifa Yarn, bears the 
whole Strefs of weaving ; and fo unfit is the 
Silefia Yarn to faftain this Shock, that it is con- 
tinually breaking and giving way. 

On the other hand, view a Piece of Scotch 
Holland from End to End, and you fhall not 
find a fingle Thread broke in the Se/vidge a- 
mong an hundred Pieces ; becaufe the Yarn, 
whereof the Shute is compofed, being tough and 
ftrong, is able to bear the Shock and Pretiure of 
weaving. 

And further, as the Merchants abroad buy 
the Linnen brown from the Weavers, but are at 
a Lofsto afcertain the Value of a Piece of brown 
Linnen by the Eye, the generdf Practice is to 
weigh it, and proportion its Price .by the 
Weight ; now the Weaver, that his Piece may 
weigh hght in the Scale, (for the lighter it is 
the finer it is) and thereby get a better Price, 
makes the Yarn of his Shute double as fine as 
that of the Warp. 


E 
Thus the Shute, which is of the Sia Yarn, 


is at leaft double the Weaknefs of the Warp of 
Flemmifb Yarn on account of its Quality. dly, 
the Difproportion is again encreafed, by the 
Shute’s being double the Finenefs of the Warp ; 
to which we may add, in the third Place, that 
in bleaching the Linnen, as the Shute Threads 
are finer than thofe of the Warp they come 


fooner to a Colour, fo while the Warp Threads F 


are bleaching, the Shute Threads, being already 
bleached, are receiving another Addition to their 
original Rottennefs. 

To prove thefe Faéts; take a Piece of Dutch 
Holland, and endeavour to tear it againft the 
Selvidge, in which Cafe the Warp, which is of 
good Flemmifh Yarn, ftrongly refifts your Force, 


whereas, let any one try to tear it the contrary G 


Way, where the Si/efa Yain, which compofes 
the Shute, is to refitt him, he will find it not 
only to give way immediately, but that it is 
ablolutely rotten. 

Every Perfon who wears Shirts of Dutch 
Holland knows, that when a Hole breaks out 
in his Linnen it is immediately follow’d by a 


Rent, which never ftops till it arrives at theH 


Seam ; now, you'll obferve, that thefe Rents 
never run crofiways in your Linnen, contrary to 
the Fkemmifh Warp but always up and down con- 
tsary to the Si/efia Shute. 


But in Scotch Hollands, a Hole may grow 
wider by wearing, but you will never find it 
give way bya Rent. Becauf. the Shute Thready 
of the Scotch Hollands are of equal Strength 
with the Warp Threads. 

And this Difference in the manner of wearing 
is of Confquence to the Confumer. For if he 
wears fuch Linnen as is apt to rend when a Hole 
happens, his Shirt is gvod for nothing after, for 
a Rent cannot be mended ; whereas, if he ufg 
Linnen that will wear out into a Hole only, 
darning of the Hole may preferve the Linnen ig 
wear for Years. 

. By the artful placing the worft Yarn in the 


B Middle of the Pieces, which are feldom feen or 


examined by the Buyers, and placing the beft at 
the Selvidge, which is always examined, you'll 
fcarce meet with a Piece of Dutch Holland that 
does not appear ewen, thick and frrong towards the 
Selvidge, but thin, knotty, and rowy in the 
Middle. 

On the contrary, examine a Piece of Scotch 
Holland, and you fhall find it of an equal Sub. 
{tance throughout even and free of rowynefs, 

In this manner are the Gulix, Gauntifb, ani 
the re of the ftronger Hollands made; as for 
the Bags and other fine-threaded Linnens, they 
are made intirely, both Warp and Shute, of 
Silefi2 Yarn, and confequently are fcarce worth 
making up to the Weaver. 

The Bag Linnens were fo called from their 


D being put up in a Bag in the double Fold, (che 


ftrong-threaded Linnen being put up in white 
Paper in the long Fold) but the Dutch, finding 
the Difcredit their Pag Hollands juftly lay under, 
have long accuftomed themfelves to put them up 
in the Gu/ix Form, and as fuch they feldom fail 
to pafs currently with the Publick. 

I thail only add, that Scotch Thread is almof 
folely ufed in this Kingdom for fewing, becaufe 
it is near double the Strength of foreign: «lf 
Scotch Thread then is ftronger than foreign, muft 
not Scotch Linnen be fo too, fince the Thread 
and the Linnen of Scotch Manufacture are made 
and fpun of the fame Materials, and bleach’d in 
the fame manner ? 

We may now fafely conclude, that our Home 
Manvtaéture of Hollands, will do double, if not 
treble, the Service to the Confumer that the 
Dutch Hollands will or poffibly can do. From 
thence it isevident, that 5/. Jaid out on Scotch 
Hollands will go as great a length in Wear as 10 
or 15 /. laid out on Dutch Hollands. 

Befies, the Si/efia Yarn, which is ufed in the 
Shute and compofes about half of every Piece of 
Dutch Holland is from 30 to 50 per Cent, cheaper 
than the Flemmi/b Yarn, which compofes the 
other half. 

Therefore, if they were to make their Lin- 
nens in the fame Manner as the Scotch Linnens 
are made, I mean, by ufing Yarn equally good 
thro” the whole of the Piece, they could not af- 
ford to fell them by 15 or 20 ger Cent. fo cheap 
as they do, there being that Difference in the 
Coft, between making a Piece of Linnen wholly 
of Flemmi/ Yarn, and ufing a Mixture of Flem- 
mifb and Silefia. 

But with a little publick Encouragement, the 
Scotch Dealers are able to underfel the an 
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this Commodity. For the Price of Labour, and 
the Rent of Lands, fit for raifing of Flax, is 
lower in Scst/and than it is in Ho/land and Flan. 
ders the Price of Bleachingis higher, but then 
it is owing to the Duty on S ap i and Athes, 
great Quantities whereof are ufed in bleaching. 
As it is impoffible for any Perfon, not per- 
fetly fkill’d in the Commodity, to be certain 
what Kind of foreign Linnen he buys, fo he will 
find it as impraéticable to procure any Remedy if 
he is impofed upon 5 for no Draper will warrant 
the Sufficiency of foreign Linnen, becaufe he has 
no Recourfe againft the Dealersabroad ; whereas, 
in buying the Linnen of the Sco M anufaéture, 
ne may be certain of the Value and G »odn fs of 
his Commodity ; for if he thould accidentally

Some Criticks have objeéted to the Order 
here, being of Opinion that the Governor fhould 
have the Precedence before the Whore, if not 
before the Pupil: But were he fo plac’d, it 
might be thought to infinuate, that the Gover- 
nor led the Pupil tothe Whore ; and were the 
Pupil placed firft, he might be fuppos’d to lead 
the Governor to her.

Ali che Hiftorians of that Reign have 
obferved, that during the fitting of this 
Parliament, (if I may call ir a Parliament) 
and for fome Time after, n> Prince was 
ever more arbitrary than Richard IT. —no 
Minifters ever thought themfelves more 
fafe, than thofe rapacious Fellows that 
governed the Nation under him, or to 
fpeak more properly, that govern’d both 
him and the Nation. 

One weak, one ignorant, one corrupt

That in negotiating with Foreign Stztes, 
fo many Fa!f{hocds and Evafions had been 
prafifed, that Foreign Powers would 
net enter into Engagements with us. 

That he had procured a pack’d and 
corrupt Parliament, in order to fubvert 
the Liberties uf the People of England. 

This laft was locked upon to be Caufe 
fufficient for juftifying the Nation for 
depofing a Prince whofe Title was undif- 
puted,—whofe Father had beer the Glo- 
ry and Darling of the Englifh Nation :

I can {carce think the Imputation mali- 
cious, fince fo many Circumftances. make B 
it probable that the Princefs’s Flight was 
pot without the Advice of Lady, Churchill, 
without which fhe did nothing in trivial 
Matters, efpecially as Ld Ch i. was 
gone over to the orber Party; how. oft 
and fignificant an Exprcflion! Sir Fohn 
Reresby in his Memors teils it thus, “ The 
« King being with his Army. at Salisbury, 
“ Nev. 19, Ld Ch 1, ave of, his 
“ Major-Generals, under Pretence of 
“ fhewing him his Out-Guards, mif-led 
* his Majefty into a Train which muft 
“ have betray’d himto a Party, of the

“ vented the King from proceeding ; and 
“the faid Lord. perceiving his Defign 

“ fruftrated, immediately. went over to 
“the Prince, (accompanied with the 

" Duke cf Grafton, Col. Berkeley, and 

* others) tho” he had-been raifed from a 

“ Page to a Vifcount, with a great Eftate, 
“by his Majefty’s Bounty. The King 
* altonifh’d, and not knowing whom to E 
“ truft, on the 24th returned to Andover, 

* where, he fat at Supper with Prince 

“ George and the Duke of Ormond; but, 

“ to the Surprize of all Men, they deferte 

“ ed him that very Night, and withdrew 

* to the, Prince; mext Day the Princefg 

“ departed privately from Whitehall, with 

“ LadyCharchill. So that her Royal F 
“ Highnefs had fome early Advice or 
* Intimation on this Head. 

One may juftly wonder that no Notice 
is taken of this Story inthe Apvlogy. It 
had appear’d in Print, and been often told 
before, upon great Authority, no lefs than 
of King Fames himfelf, for he furnifhed 
Father Orleans with Faéts for his Hiftory 
of Revolutions in England, who gives 
this Account cf the Attempt on the King’s 
Perfon: ‘. His. Majefty confiding in che 
“ Profeffions of Dury and Affection made 
“ by the Officers of his Army, march’d 
* with what Forces he had kept in his 
* old Camp, and came to Sali:bury. No I 
“ fooner was he there, but Churchill (the 
*“ Man who had receiv’d more Favours 
* from him, than any other in all England, 
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“ and who-had been always looked on ag 
“ a Favourite). laid a Plot to carry him 
“ gway, and, ioall Likelihood, to deliver 
“ him up-to the Prince of Opange, 

“ Cornbury, who deferted the King, 
* had been able to. prevail but. en a very 
“ {mall Nawber of that, Party he attempt. 
“ ed to debauch, all the-reft returning to 
“ Salisbury, abhorring the Treachery. 
“ The Generality, .of the Soldiers, and 
“ moft of the inferior Officers. were of 
“ that Mind. Lowelace, inftead of drawe 
“* ing over. the County where he rofe in 
“ Arms, had been attack’d near Cirenceffen 
* by the Militia, taken, and. commitred 
“ thro’ the Care of the Duke of: Beau: 
“ fort. Gifford and Sarsfield had defeated 
*‘'a Party of the Prince of Orange’s. 
* This was. the Pofture-of Affairs w 
“ the Faétion, apprehending they. had.not 
“ taken their Meafures. right; refolved, 
** in order to cut ihort, to feize the King. 
“ Ch————Il_ being pitched upon to put 
‘ that Defign. in Execution; cunningly 
“ perfuaded him to go and take a- View 
* of his. Advance-Guards. His Majelty 
* was going into his Coach, when a 
“ fudden Bleeding at the Nofe obliged him 
“ to put it off toanother Time. Before 
“* the Day was over he was informed 
“ from good Hands, that he was to have 
“ been carried off. 

Bifhop Burnet mentions the —_ 
Bleeding at the Nofe, and Ld Churchill’s 
leaving hina and joining. the Prince. at 
Axminfler, and the Melfiges fent from 
him to his Highnefs in Holeud. The 
Faé& is very.extraordinary, and it is: as 
odd to fee little Circumftances dwelt upon, 
and others of {uch Weight: flipt over, by 
her Ladythip. 

This Lady tells us, the perfuaded the 
Princefs to fubmit to the Settlement of 
the Crown on King William, I think upon 
juft Motives; buc I wonder that the 
Princefs, who was direéted by her in fo 
high a Point, fhould yet, in the Affair 
of her Flight, aét without confulting hers 

The next is. chat odd Paffage of Queen 
Mary’s turning: up the Beds in the Chame 
ber from whence her Father had been fo 
lately driven, (fee p..130) One fees by 
this how ftriét an Eye is kept on the 
Looks and Geftures cf Princes. Bifhop 
Burnet fays, There appear’d « great Air 
of Gaiety in the Countenance of the Princefs 
on her coming to Whitehall. And he 
makes a ftrong Refledtion upon it. J 
thought (fays he) a little more Scrioufnefs 
had done as well, when came into her 
Father's Palace, and was to be fet on his 
Throne the next Day. ——— He did 
more, howeycr, than remark upon ie 
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he refolved to get the Matter explain’d to 
him ; in order to which, he fp-ke of it 
to the Princefs, and told her his Senti- 
ments plainly. In anfwer to which, She 
affured him, that notwithftanding her gay 
Avpearance, fhe had avery lively Senje 
of berFather’s Sufferings ; but that Letters 
which bad been wrote to her, had cblized 
her ¢9 put on that Chearfulnefs in which 
perbavs fhe might go too far, becaufe fhe 
was obeying Directions, and afling a Port 
which was not very natural to her. Tie 
Truth of the Matter was this; while the 
Confofions continued in England, and the 
K’s Life was ¢aily in imminert Danger, 
the Princefs, then in Holland, fhew’d 
écep Concern; and this Seing reported ir 
England, produced an Opinion, that fhe 
was much diffatisfied with all that had 
been done. 


This coming to the Ears of the Prince ¢ 


of Orange, be thonght fit co write her a 
Letter, enjoining her to appear fo chear- 
fal at her firft coming over, that nobody 
might be dijcouraged by her Looks, And 
thus Obedience to her Husband fubjected 
this exelient Lady to a Sulpicion of a Want 
of Tendernefs for her Father, which is the 
lefs credible, fince I am well affured there 
never was a fonder Parent than he, both 
to her and her Sifter, infomuch, that Mr 
Oldinixon is pleafed to obferve, that on 
the Flight of the Princefs of Denmark, 
the King burft into Tears, and could not 
help crying out, God help me, my own 
Children have forfaken me ! 

But .to fhew you what {trange Reflec- 
tions feveral People wiil make on the 
fame Faé&, I cannot bur oblerve, that Mr 
Oldmixon, who fays he was likewife an 
Eye-Wirnefé of the Princets’s B haviour 
on this Occafion, will not allow thar fhe 
afied under any DircGion, dr was per- 
forming a Part not neturaito her; and 
he fays that Archdeacon Echard wouid 
not have ventured to have reported fuch a 
Falfity, if he had becn in his Piece. But 
by his Leave, this is deceiving his Reader 
egregioufly ; for thu’ Echard reports it, 
yet the Fact is f unted on the Authority 
of the Prinre/s her fifi This I take to be 
a full. fuitificstion ofthe Princefs, becaufe

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An Account of the Life of Peter Burman 


the late Pi ofeffor of Hijlory, Poctry, Xe. 
in the Univer fity of Leiden. 

- ETER BURMAN, was born at 

UTRETCHT, on the 26:b Day 
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of Fane, 1658. The Family from whick 
he defcended, has for feveral Generations 
produced Men of great Eminence for 
Piety and Learning, and his- Father, 
who was Profefior ot Divinity in the Uni. 
veriity, and Paftor of the City of Usretehe, 
was equally celebrated for the Stridtnefg 
of his Life, the Efficacy and Orthodoxy 
cf his Sermons, and the Learning and 
Perfpicuity of his Academical Lectures. 

From the Affiitance and Inttrndion, 
which fuch a Father would doubtiefs have 
been encouraged by the Genius of his Son 
not to have omitted, Burman was unhape 
p'ly cut off in the eleven Year of his Age, 
being at that Time by his Father’s Death 
thrown entirely under the Care of his 
Mother, by whofe Diligence, Piety, and 
Prudence, his Education was {o regulated, 
that he had fcarcely any Reaton, but 
Filial Tendernefs, to regret the Lofs of 
his Father. 

He was about thisTime fent to the pub. 
lic School of Utretcht, to be inftru&ted in 
the learned Languages; and it will cone 
vey no common Idea of his Capacity and 
Induftry to relate, that he had pafs’d 
through the Ciafles, and was admitred 
into the Univerfiry, in his thirteenth Year. 

This Account ot the Rapidity of his 
Progrefs in the firit Pare of his Studies, 
is fo ftupendous, that, though it is attef- 
ted by his FriendDr O/ferdyke, of whom it 
cannot be reafonabiy fufpecied, that he 
is him{elf deceived, or that he can delire 
to deceive others, it mult be allowed far 
to exceed the Limits of Probability, if it 
be contidered with regard to the Me. 
thods of Education praétifed in our Coun: 
try, where it is not uncommon for the 
higheft Genius, and mecft comprehenfive 
Cepacity,to be entangied for ten Years, 
in thofe thorny Paths of Literature, which 
Barman is reprefented to have pafs’d in 
iefs than two;and we muft doubtlefs con- 
fefs the moft Skilful of our Matters, 
much exceiled by the Addrefs of the 
Dutch Teachers, or the Abilities of our 
greateft Scholars, far furpafizd by thofe 
of Burman. 

Bur to reduce this Narrative to Credie 
bility, it is neceflary that Admiration 
fh ould give Place to Inquiry, and -that it 
be difcovered what Proficiency in Literae 
ture is expected from a Seudenr, requett- 
ing to be admitted into a Dutch Univers 
fity. It is to be obferved, chat in the 
Univeriities of foreign Countries, they 
have Profeflors of Plitlology, or Humant- 
ty, whofe Employment it is, to inftru& 
the Younger Clafics in Grammar, Rhe- 
toric, and Languages; nor do they en- 
gage in the Study of Philofophy, ’tili they 
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have pafled through a Courfe cf Philo- 
logical Le€tures and Exercifes, to which 
in {me Places two Years are commonly 
allctted. 

The Englifh Scheme of Education, 
which, with regard toAcademical Studies, 
is more rigorous, and fets literary Hon- 
ours at a higher Price than that of ary 
other» Country, exacts from the Youth, 
who are initiated in cur Colleges, a De- 
gree of Philological Knowledge, fuffici- 
ent to qualify them for Lectures ia Philo- 
fophy, which are read to them in Latin, 
and to enable them to proceed in. other 
Studies without Affiitance, fo that it may 
be conjectured, that Barman, at his Ene 
trance into the Univerfiry, had no fuch 
Skill in Languages, nor fuch Ability. of 
Compofition, as are frequently to be met 
with in the higher Clafies of an Enghifh 
School ; nor was perhaps more than mo- 
derately skili’d in Latin, and taught the 
firt Rudiments of Greek. 

In the Univerfity, he was committed 
to the Care of the learned Grevius, 
whofe Regard for his Father inclined him 
to fuperintend his Studies with more than 
common Artenticn, which was foon.con- 
firmed and encrealed by his Difcoveries of 
the Genius of his Pupil, and his Ooferya- 
tion of his Diligence. 

One of the Brualities which contribu 
ted eminently to qualify Grevias for an 
Inftru€tor of Youth, was the Sagacity by 
which he readily difcover’d the predomi- 
nant Faculty of each Pupil, and the pe- 
culiar Defignation, by which Nature had 
allotted him to any Species of Literature, 
and by which he was foon able to deter- 
mine, that Burman was remarkably a- 
dapted to claflical Studies, and predi& 
the great Advances that he weuld make, 
by indnitrioufly purfuing the Dire&ion of 
his Genius. 

Animated by the Encouragement of a 
Tutor fo celebrated, he continued the Vi- 
gour of his Application, and for {cveral 
Years, not only attended the Lectures of 
Grevius, but made ufe of every other 
Opportunity of Improvement, with fuch 
Diligence, as might juitly be expected to 
produce an uncommon Proficiency. 

Having thus attained a fufficieat De« 
gree of claffical Knowledge, to qualify 
him for Enquiries into cther Sciences, 

he applied himfelf to the Study of the 
s Law, and publifh’d a Diflertation, de Vie 
teima Hereditatum, which he publickly 


defended under the Profeflor Van Mayden, H 


with fuch Learning and Eloquence, as 
procured him great Applaufe. 

Imagining the», chaz the Converfation 
of other Men of Learning mighe be of 
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Ufe towards his farther Improvement, 
and rightly judging, that Notions formed 
in‘any fingle Seminary, are for the greae 
teft Part contracted and partial ; he went 
to Leiden, where he ftudied egg 2: 


A for a Year, under M. de Volder, w 


Celebrity was fo great that the Schools 
afligned to the Sciences, which it was his 
Province to teach, were not fufficienr, 
though very fpacious, to contain the Au- 
dience that crowded his Lectures from 
all Parts of Exrope. 


B Yet he did not fuffer himfelf to be ene 


grofid by Philofophical Difquifitions, to 
che Neglect of thofe Studies in which he 
was more early engaged, and to which 
he was perhaps by Nature better adap- 
ted ; for he attended, at the fame Time 
Ryckias’s Explanations of Tacitus and 
Fames Gronsvius’s LeQures on the Greek 


C Writers, and has often been heard to ace 


knowledge, at an advanced Age, the Af. 
fiftahce which he re-eived from beth. 
Having thus pafled a Year at Leiden, 
w'th great’ Advantage, he returned ‘to 
Usretcht, and once mere applied hintfel€ 
toPhilological Studies, under the Direétion 
of Grevlus, whofe early Hopes of his 


D Genius, were now raifed to a ful! Confie 


dence of that Excellence at which he af- 
terwards arrived. : 

At Utrecht, in March 1688, in the 
twentieth Year of his Age, he was ade 
vanced to the Degree of Dodter cf Laws, 
on which Occafioa, he publifhed a learne 
ed Differtation, de Tranfaétionibas, and 
defended it with his ufual E.oquence, 
Learning and Succef, 

The Atzainment of this Honour, wa3 
far from having upon Burman that Effect 
which has been to often obferved to be 
produced in others, who having in their 
own Opinion no higher Object of Ambi« 
tion, have lapfed into Idlenefs and Secu 
rity, and fpent the reft of their Lives in 
a lazy Enjoyment of their Academical 
Dignities. Barman afpired to farther Im- 
provements, and not fatisfied with the 
Opportunities of literary Converfation, 
which Utrecht afforded, travelled into 
Swifferland and Germany, where he gain’d 


G 2n Increafe both of Fame and Learning. 


At his Return from this Excurfion, he 
engaged in the Pra@tice of the Law, ‘and 
pleaded feveral Caufes with fuch Reputa- 
tion, as might be hoped by 2 Man who 
had joined to his Knowledge of the Law, 
the Embellifhments of polite Literature, 
and the ftri€@ Ratiocianation of true Philoe. 
fophy, and who was able to employ on 
every Occafion, both the Graces of Eloe 
quence and the Power of Argumentation. 

While Barman was haftening to high 

Repucation 
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Reputation in the Courts of Juftice, and 
to thofe Riches and Honours hich al- 
ways follow it, he was fummoned in 
1691, by the Magiftrates of Usrecht, to 
undertake the Charge of Colleffor of the 
Tenths, an Office in that Place of great 
Honour, and which he accepted there- 
fore, a8 a Proof of their Confidence and 
eem. 

While he was engaged in this Employ- 
ment, he married Eve Clotterboke, a 
young Lady of a good sven and un- 
common Genius anid Beauty, by whom 
he had ten Children, of which eight 
died young, and only two Sons, Francis 
and Ca/par lived to confole their Mother 
for their Father’s Death. 

Neither Publick Bufinefs, nor Dome- 
ftick Cares, detained Burman from the 
Profecution of his Literary Enquiries, by 
which he fo much éndearéd himfelf to 
Gravis, that he was recommended by 
him to the Regard of the Univerfity of 
Utrecht, and accordingly, in 1696, was 
chofen Profeffor of Eloquence and Hiffory, 
to which was addéd, after fome Time, 
the Profeflorfhip of the Greek Language, 
and afterwards that of Politicks ; fo vari- 
ous did they conceive his Abilities, and fo 
extenfive his Knowledge. 

At his Entrance upon this new Pro- 
Vince, he pronounced an Oration upon 
res and Poetry. 

aving now more frequent Opportu- 
nities of difplaying his Learning, he rofe, 
n a fhort Time, to a high Reputation, 
of which the great Number of his Audi- 
tors was a falkicient Proof, aid which the 
Preficiency of his Pupils fhewed not to be 
accidental or undefeived. 

In 1714 he formed a Refolution of vi- 

fiting Paris,not only fortheSake of confer- 
ring in Perfon, upon Queltions of Litera- 
ture, with the learned Men of that Place, 
and of gratifying bis Curiofity with a 
more familiar Knowledge of thofe Wri- 
ters whofe Works he admired, but with a 
View more important, of Vifiring the 
Libraries, and making thofe Enquiries 
which might be of Advantage to his Dar- 
ling Study. 
. The Vacation of the Univerfity allowed 
him to ftay at Paris but fix Weeks which 
he employ’d with fo much Dexterity and 
Induftry, that he had fearched the princi- 
pal Libraries, collated a great Number 
of Manuferipts and printed Copies, and 
broughe back a large Treafure of curious 
Obfervaricns, 


In this Vifit to Paris he contracted an yy 


Acquaintance, among other learned Men, 
with the celebrated Father Montfaucon, 
with whem he converfed, at his firft In- 
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terview, under nd other Charaéter than 

than that of a Traveller;-but their Dif. 

courfe turning upon ancient Learning, 
the. Scranger foon gave fuch Proofs of his 

Attainments,that Montfaucon declar’d him 
Aa Traveller of uncommon Knowledge,and 

confefled his Curiofity to know hisName; 

which he no fooner heard, than he fpru 
from his Seat, and embracing him wit 
the utmoft Ardour, exprefied his Satif. 
f2€tion at having feen rheMan whofe Pro. 
du@tions, of vartons Kinds, he had fo often 
praifed; and,as a real Proof of his Regard, 
offered,not only to procure him an imme. 
diate Admiffionto all theLibraries of Paris, 

But to thofe in remoter Provinces, which 

are not generaliy open to Scrangers, and 

undertook to eafe the Expences of his 

Journey by procuring him Entertainment 

in all che Monaftries of his Order. 

This Favour Burman was_ hindered 
from aceepting, by the Neceffity of ree 
turning to Utretcht at the ufual Time of 
beginning a new Courfe of Lectures, to 
which there was always fo great a Con- 
courfé of Students, as much encreated the 
Dignity and Fame of the Univerfity in 
which he taught. 

He had already extended, to diftant 
Parts, his Reputation for Knowledge of 
ancient Hiftory by a Treatife de Veétiga. 
libas Populi Romani, on the Revenues of 
the Romans, and for his Skill in Greek 
Learning, and in ancient Coins, by a 
Tract called Fupiter Fulgurator ; and after 
his Return from Paris, he pubilifhed 
Phedrus, firft with the Notes of various 
Comentators, and afterwards with his 
own. He printed many Poems, made 
many Orations upon different Sub- 
je@s, and procured an Impreffion of thé 
Epiftles of Gudius and Sarravias. 

While he was thus employ’d, the Pro- 
feflorfhips of Hiftory,. Eloquence, and 

F the Greek Language, became vacant at 

Leiden, by the Death of Perizonius, which 

Burman’s Reputation incited the Curators 

ot the Univerfiry to offer him upon very 

generous Terms, and which, after fome 

Struggles with his Fondnefs for his native 

Place, his Friends, ard his Collegues, he 

was prevailed on to accept, finding the 
G Solicitations from Leiden warm and ure 
gent, and his Friends at Utretcht, though 
unwilling to be deprived of his, yet nt 
zealous énough for the Honour and Ade 
vantage of their Univerfity, to endeavour 
to detain him by great Liberaliry. 

At his Entrance upon this new Profef- 
forfhip, which was conferred upon him 
in 1715, he pronounced an Oration upon 
the Duty and Office of a Profeffir of fr 
Literature. De Publici Hamanioris ~~ 
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pline Profefforis proprio officio et munere. 
And fhewed by the Ufetulnefs and Per- 
fpicuiry of his LeQuses, that he was not 
confined to fpeculative Notions on that 
Subje&, having a very happy Method of 
accommodating his Inftruétions to the dif- 4 
ferent Abilities and Atcainments of his 
Pupils. 

Nor did he fuffer the publick Duties of 
this Station to hinder him from promoting 
Learning by Labours of a different Kind; 
for, belides many Poems and Orarions 
which he recited on different Occations, 
he wrote feveral Prefaces to the Works 
of cthers, and pub!ith’d many ufeful Edi 
tions of the Fett Latin Writers, wth 
lage Colleétions of Notes from various 
Commentat: rs. 

He was twice Reéfor, or Chief Gover- 
nor of the Univeriity, and difcharged that 
important Office with equal Equity and 
Ability, and gained by his Conduct in 
every Station. fo much Efteem, that 
when the Profefforfhip of Hiftory of the 
United Provinces became vacant, it was 
conferred on him, as an Addition to his 
Honours and Revenues, which he might 
jatly claim; and afterwards, as a Proof 
of the Continuance of their Regard, and 
aTeltimony that his Reputation was ftill 
encreafing they made him Chief Libra- 
rian, an Office which was the more ac- 
ceptable to him, as it united his Bufinefs 
with his Pleafure, and gave him an Op- 
portunity at the fame Time of fuperin- 
tending the Library, and carrying on his 
Studies. 

Such was the Courfe of his Life, till, 
inhis old Age, leaving off his Praétice of 
Walking and otherExercifes he began to be 
allicted with the Scurvy, which difcovered 
itfelr by very tormenting Symptoms of 
various Kinds ; fometimes difturbing his 
Head with Verrigos, fometimes caufing 
Faintnefs in his Limbs, and fometimes F 
attacking his Legs with Anguith fo excru- 
cating, that all his Vigour was dettroyed, 
and the Power of Walking entirely taken 
away, till ac Length his Left Foot became 
motioniefs. The Viclence of his Pain 
produced irregular Fevers, deprived him 
ot Reft, and entirely debilitated his 
Whole Frame. 

This tormenting Difeafe he bore, th.’ 
at without {.me Degree of Impatience, 
‘et without any unbecoming cr irrational 
DApandency, and applied himfe'f in the 
intermitlion of his Pains to feek for Coin- 
tort in the Duties of Religion. 

While he lay in this State of Mifery he 
received an Account of the Prom: ticn of 
Wo of his Grandfons, and a Catalogue of 
Mie. Ning of France’s Library, prefented to 
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him by the Command of the King him- 
felf, and expreffed fome Satis:aéticn on 
all chefe Occations ; but foon diverred h:s 
Thoughts to the mcre important Coritte 
deration of his eternal State, into wh ch 
he paffed on the 31ft of March: 1741, in 
the 73d Year of his Age. 

He was a Man: f moderate Stature, of 
great Strength and Adtivity, which he 
preferved by temperate Diet, without m¢ 
dical ExaStnefs, and by allotting Propore 
tions of his Time to Relaxation and A- 
mufement, nt fuffering his Stndies to ex- 
hautt his Strength, but relieving them by 
irequent Intermillions; a Pract'ce conii- 
ftent with the mott exemplary D:}igence, 
and which, he that omits will find at Jait, 
that Tm: mey be foft, like Money,by un- 
fesfonivie Avarice 

{a b's Hours f Relaxation he was gay, 
and fometimes gave Way fo far to his 
Temper, naturally fatirica!, that he drew 
upon himéeif the [il- will of thofe who had 
been unfortunaresy the Subjects iof his 
Mirth ; but Fnemies io provoked he 
thought it beneath him ro regard or to 
pacity ; for he was fiery bet net malicious, 
difdained Diffimalaticn, and in his gay or 
ferious Hou:s preferved a fetried Detef- 
tation cf Falfhocd. So that he was an 
open and undifguifed Friend or Enemy, 
entirely unacquainted with the Arcifices of 
Flatterers, bur {fo judicicus in the Choice 
of Friends, and {o conftant in his Affe tion 
to them, that thofe with wh m he had 
contracted Familiarity in his Youth, hed 
for the greateft Part his Confidence in his 
old Age. 

His Abilities, which would probably 
have enabled him to have excelled in ary 
Kind of Learning, were chiefly empi y’d, 
as his Station required, cn polite Litera 
ture,in which he arrived at very urcommon 
Knowledge, which, however, appears 
rather from judicions Compilations than 
criginal Predudtions. His Stile is lively 
and mafculine, but not without Ha: fhnets 
and C nitraint, nr, perhaps, aiways 
polifhed to thar Purity which fome Wri- 
ters have attained. He was at leat In- 
ftrumental to the Inftruction of Mankind, 
by che Publication of many va'uable Per- 
formances, which lay regicéicd by the 
greareft Part «f the learned World, ard 
if Reputation be citimared by Ureruice’s, 
he may claim ahigher Degree in the 
Ranks of Learnirg than fome cthers of 
happ‘er Elocution, cr moc vigorous Ima- 
gi ation. 

The Malice or Sufpicicn of thofe, who 
ether didnot krow, or didgnot iove 
him, had given Rife to fome Devtts ae 
bour his Relig.on, which Le tock ar Op- 
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portuniry of removing on hisDeath-bed by 
a voluntary Declaration of his Faith, his 
Hope of everlafting Saivation from the 
revealed Promifes of God, and his Confi- 
dence inthe Merits of our Redeemer, of 
the Sincerity of which Declaration his A 
whole Behaviour in his long Iilnefs was an 
inconteftabie Proof; and he concluded his 
Life, which had been illuftrious for many 
Virtues, by exhibiting an Example of 
true Piety. 

Of his Works we have not been able 
to procure a compleat Catalogue; he

&c. are its Places the refpective Nights 
in March. The 13th, when in a Line with 
the two Stars, its Tail fell directly upm 
the Star B : At its neareft Approach to the 
Pole Star, viz. March the 16th, its Di- 
fiance was fearcely 3+ Degrees of a great 
Circle. My Obfervations were made about 
Sor 1oat Night. I was not very curious 
as to Minutes, the precife Time being 
of little Uje in this manner of obferving.
